All parcel post matter must conform 
to the postal regulations and in addi- 
tion must be enclosed in wooden box- 
es with not exceeding twenty pounds 
I lor the package, the box to measure 
j not to exceed two cubic feet in volume, 
to be of wood, to be well strapped, 
j and to have a hinged or screw top to 
! facilitate opening and inspecting. No

j those enclosed in (tans or glass jars 
'' should be packed in any such ship-

marked "Christmas Box" and should 
reach the Commanding General 
Post of Embarkation, Hoboken, N. J., 
Pier 1, on or before December 5, 1917. 
The rate of postage on all parcel 
post matter intended _for men in the

No 
matter in what field of endeavor it 
works, the Y. M. C. A. has become 
indispensable, and must be supported. 



Wonder is often expressed that Ger- 
man soldiers can be guilty of the 
atrocious cruelties practiced during 
the great war. as originally Germans 
were known as a kindly, home-loving 
people. The explanation may be found 
in the teachings of Friedrich 
Nietzsche, who, in 1881. wrote "Thus 
Spake Zarathustra." The teachings 
of this half-crazed "philosopher" 
seem to have made a deep impression 
on the German people. We quote a 
few "gems:" 

"I teach you the Superman. Man 
is something that is to be surprised. 
What have ye done to surpass man?" 

"I conjure you, my brethren, remani 
true to the earth, and believe not 
those who "speak unto you of super- 
earthly hopes. Poisoners are they, 
whether they know it or not." 

"Once blasphemy against God was 
the greatest blasphemy; but God died, 
and therewith also those blasphemers. 
To blaspheme the earth is now the 
dreadfulest sin, and to rate the heart 
of the unknownable higher than the 
meaning of the earth." 

"What is the greatest thing ye can 
experience? It is the hour of great 
contempt, in which even your happi- 
ness becomes loathsome to you, and 
so also your reason and virtue. The 
hour when you can say, What good 
is my happiness, my reason, my vir- 
tue, my justice, my pity?" 

"Have ye ever cried thus? Ah! 
Would that I had heard you crying 
thus." 

And so it. goes -on, through over 
three hundred pages of the ravings of 
a dope-crazed "philosopher," so-calleu. 
And yet it is only such teachings that 
can account, for the metamorphosis of 
a gentle, kindly people into pitiless 
monsters, capable of unheard of cruel- 
ties.
